Some twenty pupils of the Toh Zai Prin School followed 
them and joined the new school. This move has incurred the ill-e 


feeling of their previous employer. 


The Taing Hwa Prime School was established at the begin- 
ning of 1937 by one Wu Wen Fu ((24@), ace 28, native of 
ngtung, a graduate of the Taishan College (¢”'} Kwang tung, 


who recently arrived in this city. The opening ceremony took 
Place on February 2, 1937. 
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regarding the possible subsersive activities of the foregoing _ 
suspects as well as the remaining four individuals have so 
far proved of no avail and there is no record with the Special — 
_ Branch of communist raids in connection with these schools nor 
__is there any record on file concerning the alleged suspects.

Chen Yung Tsu, a communist-bandit, became a communist 
when he was formerly in Canton and escaped te Shanghai when 
the Kuomintang was purged. He continued his activities under 
the pretence of being a schoolmaster and was nearly arrested 
when the Chin Chen Blementepy School was raided the year 
before laste Recently he has been seen in the district of 
Seward and Chacufoong Roads where there are many factories. 
Formerly he resided at Noe714 Seward Road. Now he rented 
‘House No.287 Chaocufoong Roed and keeps a number of equmunistic 
books. Chen Chun Pe, another communist, fomerly resided 
at Haining Roed and has now removed into House No.714¢ 
(in a room over the cook house), Seward Road. He egepetonally 
visits House No.887, corner of Tongehan and Cheesufeetg Reads 
for the purpose of attending secret meetingse They would 
never confess anything unless they are tortured when they 
@hould be interrogated. Wu K‘ang Ch'iu who incites female 
workmen is a female bandit. Li Wen Che, Yang Kuan Yung, 

Li Shao Kang and Ho K'u Lei ete. are engaged in activities 
such as communication, propaganda and riot. With an intent 
to create disturbances, Chen Yung Tsu is i/c of the 3rd 
Sectior, Chen Chun Po i/e of the Sth Seetion, Wu Kiing 
Ch‘iu i/e of the VWemen'e Section in the Bestern District 
of Shanghei. They also plan to assassinate General Teai 
Chin Simm etc.

Further to our letters, we wish to inform 
you that the coumunist-bandite reperted therein 
who reside at No.887 Chacoufoong Road, now run 
@ sehool entitled “Chin Hua Blementany Sahoo}. 
Under the name of rumming a school, they carry 
on their cemmunistic activities with a view te 
creating disturbances. According te their régue 
lations of the echool, the institution is not 
run in accordance with the educational peliey 
of the Government. That they dared to sovietize 
education etce must be banned.

Before the staging of the coup at Sian by 
Chang Hsueh Liang, local communists were very 
active. When the Shanghai City Government arrested 
seven leaders of the National Salvation Association 
communists incited workmen of the various factories 
to hakrass the “overnment. Meantime Chen Yung Tzu, 
8 communist, is a:ain inciting irnorant workmen 
with a view to creatin; a disturbance. As soon as 
his address is ascertained, a further communication 
will be forwarded.
